23d st the call of the National Worn 
en’* Trade I’aion League of America, 
affords the first opportunity In the Ills 
tory cf the world for working women 
to get together to discuss their com 
mon problems and different plumes 
of employment to the end that they 
may 
Inaugurate 
higher 
industrial 
standard* the world over," says Mary 
Anderson, chief of the Women’s Bu­ 
reau of the fulled States Department 
of tabor. 
Miss Amb ■rson Is secretary to Hie 
ommlttee on International Delation 
ships of the Trade futon League and 
In charge of arrangement* for Ho* con­ 
ference, 
Miss Anderson continued to say: 
"The fulled States can no longer be 
Isolated as a nation. 
We have taken 
our place In the family of nation* amt 
stand In danger of either going up or 
down with Ho* rest of the world In re 
gard to Industrial standards 
To this 
end we must hexer forget that by rats 
lug standards of employment for Hie 
12.000,(MXI women Iii gainful occupa­ 
tion* In the United State*-, |»v guard 
log against child Islsir aud giving 
proper protection amt care to women 
and ballies, we are helping to raise 
the standards, and that Just as anon 
we fall to make our standards as 
high MS they should be wo will cause 
Honoring am! hardship among women 
ami children cither in our *•« ti coun­ 
try or In some distant, unthought of 
part of the world.

Tax of Ten Per Cent on the Net 


Profits Bringing the Employ­ 


ers to Time. 


NEW MEASURE IS EFFECTIVE 


Results of Investigation Made by Miss 


N ils F. Allen, Head of Child La. 
I 


bor T a x Division, Bureau 


of Internal Revenue. 


‘T h e South in general is supporting 
the new law for prohibiting child la­ 
bor,” says Miss Nila F. Allen, head 
of the child labor tax division of the 
bureau of internal revenue. 
Her work 
Is Investigation relative to Hie new 
child labor law. 
In the South many Industries have 
been unblushing in their agressive op­ 
position to child labor reform. 
But 
the investigations of tile children’s bu­ 
reau of the United States department 
of labor have brought public opinion 
to bear In such a way that many of 
the employers of children have given 
up the light entirely. 
They realize 
that laws prohibiting the e x p l o i t a t i o n 
of little children are inevitable, ac­ 
cording to Miss Allen, and believe that 
they might as well give up now as 
later. 
When the last child labor law was 
declared 
unconstitutional 
Its 
advo­ 
cates immediately started to work on 
another hill which would stand the 
test of the courts. 
The new law 
passed last year went into effect last 
summer. 
It puts a tax of IO per cent 
on Hie net profits of all employers and 
industries that employ children under 
fourteen years of age, or employ chil­ 
dren between the ages of fourteen and 
sixteen years for more than eight 
hours or before six o’clock In the 
morning or after seven o’clock at night. 
The employment of one child contrary 
to tills law will cost the business IO 
per cent of Its net profits for the year. 
To enforce this law a new bureau 
had to he established In the bureau 
of Internal revenue. 
Miss Allen’s in­ 
vestigations to dote Indicate that there 
is only one small territory In which 
the tax will become effective. This 
Is In the South.
